The White House said Nix on was pleased

Of that, the “farm value ” or 
prcKlucer’s share of the total 
bill, was $513 or 8 1 per cent 
more than in the scvond quar

The 
ambassador, eager to p lacate Tack, agreed 
to rep udiate the story . 
First, they p rep ared a letter for the 
signatures of two U.S. narcotics agents, 
Wilbur Piase and Ruben Monzon 
The 
letter 
swore 
that 
the 
agents 
hadn’t 
mentioned to Murp hy “either the Foreign 
Minister or any relativ e” of Dictator 
Torrijos. Both agents, who are subject to 
the ambassador’s orders, signed the letter 


Say re deliv ered the letter, along with a 
“Dear Tony ” note and a State Dep artment 
slap at our column, to the foreign minister. 
Meanwhile, the State Dep artment instead 
of standing up to these tinp ot tactics, asked 
federal narcotics officials to tread softly 
hereafter ev en in the Canal Zone where the 
United States has p olice p owers. 


The story of the State Dep artment 
backdown was drawn out of witnesses at 
the secret hearing Here are ex cerp ts from 
the transcrip t:

"1 am say ing there are times when 
we have to y ield on ov erriding p riorities 
Obv iously , y ou do not want to ... p ermit the 
Canal Zone to be jeop ardized ”
